This too was found reaſonable by the Court, and the 
Ambaſſadors diſmiſſed to their Satisfaction. The Judges 

1 who had been thus twrice precluded, were now in 
great Streights, and under a terrible Dilemma what to 
dq, or how to direct the condigu Puniſhment of is 
inveterate a Malefactor. Several Opinions we re canvaſ- 

ſed, diver- ſentencas propoſed, but without their being 
able to fix upon any Thing. | | 
Some were for {ending him to the other Side of the

Others were for tranſporting him to one of our A 
merican Colonies, under the government and Dice. 
ion of G- js O——pe. But the Court at laſt over- 
ruled that and all other Propoſaſs that had been made, 
and to put an End to the Debate, ordered that he 
f.ould be immediately put under the Cuſtody of the 
D-- L--t of the T.; ard Gl W——n wasimme- 
di ately ten: for to come and take Charge of the Crime.

A's ſoon as he appared, the Court ſignified. to him 
the Occaſion ol their Meffage to bim: they required 
him, upon their Authority, (o take particular Care to 
execute well, and to the full intent and Purpoſe of the 
inſtructions he ſhould receive, the Office he was now 

directed to take upon him; that he ſhopld be remarka. 
bly diligent in diveſting himſelf of cyery idle and un-

to compa ſſion; that could they diſcover in him the te: 
ma ins of but a fiogle Virtue, they. could by no mens 
conſent to put into his Hands, a Priſoner, who deſevedes 
not the leaſt Abatement or- Mitigat ion, of the ſevereſt 
Sentence. e 
The. I returned them his Comphments of Thaok 
for the Honour they did him, and the Confidence they: 
Teemed to repoſe in bim; be promiſed for himſe lf with 
all Solemnity not to forfeit the good Opinion they 
might have conceived ; and deficed that his Charactor 
and Reputation, or, whrt he prize far beyond them

hoath, is gold, might be put to anſwer, for his Ei- 


delity. He ſaid he had long ago qualified himſelf in 
as bigh a Degree as they could p»ſlivly expect from him 
and that were they to cauſe the moſt accurate Enquiry 
to he made into Countries the moſt ſavage of the known 
World, and tamble from the Capo of Good Hope to 
the Coaſt of Patagonia, they would probably not be 
able at laſt tofind one better qualified to ſereve all the 
Purpoſes of the Court N | 


He concluded with deſiriug the zudges; that an Ad- 


dition might be made to the Allowance. uſually exhibi- 
ted to the Priſoners under the care, that he might not

of Spectators teified ther Satisfaction by the Joudeſt 
Applauſes, which echoing through the Court, and 
Sleep and Amuſement Together © FINIS.
